Claims 1,2,4,5,7,8,10-12,14,15,1 7-1 9, 21-23, 25-27, 29 and 34-53 are 
allowed.

Regarding Claims 1,4,7 and 1 0, the prior art of record alone or in combination 
neither teaches nor makes obvious the invention having a lead on the substrate, a 
terminal in the display device, a first wire electrically connecting the lead and the 
terminal and a second wired electrically connecting the lead and the thin film integrated 
circuit in combination with all of the limitations of the respective Claims.
